Arriving in Puerto Rico, Mr. Allen, 


who will carry his commission as g-ov- 
ernor with him, will put himself in touch 


, with General Davis, now military gov- 


ernor of the island, and spend a short 
time In acquainting himself with the in- 
sular affairs and in studying the charac- 
ter of the men who present themselves 
to his notice as proper material foj- mem- 
bers of the new cabinet. 


As soon as he shall have established 


himself and gained the Knowledge he 
seeks, Governor Allen will return to the 
United States. It may be that he will 
leave General Davis in charge during his 
absence, but in case it shall have been 
found possible to complete the formation 
of the cabinet, or even if any member 
shall have been appointed, then that pe>r- 
' son will act as temporary governor. 


As to his intentions respecting the ad- 


ministration of the island's affairs, Mr. 
Allen disclosed these during a short in- 
terview, in the course of which he said: 


"My effort will be to administer the 


government provided by congress in 
such a manner as to command and hold 
the confidence of the people; to help them 
so far as I may, to realize the best there 
is in them and to assist them in the de- 
velopment of the island, along the lines 
•which have made us such a prosperous 
nation.

His death was reported at a police 


station about 8 o'clock last night by two 
men. 
Officers who were sent to his 


residence, 2a Pinckney street, found the 
doctor lying dead upon the bed, with a 
bullet wound in the mouth, from which 
blood was oozing, bait no weapon was to 
be seen anywhere. 
The medical ex- 


aminer was notified, and the body was 
removed to an undertaker's. 


His wife, who was not in the house at 


the time, but came In later, said that 
about 2 o'clock In the afternoon, after 
having been at work downstairs, she 
went up Into their living room and found 
her husband seated in a chair In a stoop- 
ing posture. She at first thought he was 
suffering from neuralgia of the heart, to 
which he had been su&ject at times, but 
on further investigation she found that 
he was bleeding from a wound in the 
mouth, his face being covered with blood, 
while a revolver lay upon the floor. She 
carried her husband to a bed and washed 
the blood from his face and head, but he 
only lived a shorbtime. Then she picked 
up the revolver and put it in one of the 
bureau drawers, from which place she 
removed it and gave it to the officers 
upon their arrival at the house. 


In explanation of her absence from the 


house she said she had been to ask the 
advice of a physician as to the best thing 
for her to do. 


Meanwhile Dr. Cilley and Dr. Harris, 


medical examiners, had been summoned 
and made an examination of the body, 
which was rigid. The jaws were firmly 
set and the conditions seemed to bear out 
the woman's statement that death had 
occurred several hours previous. 
The 


body was taken to an undertaker's and 
an autopsy will be held. 


Meanwhile Mrs. Cocke, although not 


actually arrested, is kept under close 
surveillance until the mysterious cir- 
cumstances which surround the case are 
cleared up. 


Mrs. Cocke told the police that she was 


a medical student, and that she and her 
husband had done some business as 
agents of the Russian government. Mrs. 
Cocke was the doctor's third wife, was 
his amanuensis, and had been married 
to him only about seven weeks. She is 
28 years of age, her"maiden name being 
Catherine Plarrington. 


The doctor formerly lived in an arls- 


tocpatic locality, and despite the fact 
that he was blind, has had the reputation 
of being a skilful- surgeon.

than one Englishman has joined ' the 
federal forces. 


This is proved by the following letter 


sent home by a young man whose fa- 
ther is now living at Maidstonc, Kent, 
England. 
For obvious reasons the 


writer's name has been omitted: 


"You will all call me a rebel, but 


when I was called up by the Orange 
Free State we were told that we should 
be asked to defend the country and 
not Invade Cape Colcsy. I thought it 
better to agree to these terras, or else 
my farm and everything else would 
have been confiscated. 
But I shall 


never forgive myself, nor would you 
if you had seen the poor British mowed 
down at Magersfoutein. 
But not a 


man did I fire at. That I made up my 
mind not to do. 


"You should see our intrenchments, 


for we burrow under the ground and 
never get hit. pillions of pounds must 
have been shot away by the English 
gunners, and you, father, will have to 
pay for all the waste. 
It made me 


laugh to see the firing hour after hour 
and not one of ow men hit. The Eng- 
lish all start their engagements like 
that They flre two days, and as they 
always follow the same childish plan 
we know they will not attack until 
after a day or two's bombardment. 
Then we cornc out of our burrows and 
simply shoot them down like deer. But 
I haven't stained myself with English 
blood and don't mean to. 


"It makes me proud of my fellow 


countrymen, and the good class Boers 
regret having to kill such plucky fel- 
lows as they come along to their death. 
Like the battle of Bnlaklava, it is not 
war, but it is magnificent. Poor chaps, 
I am sure they can never see us. One 
whole day of hard fighting we never 
showed ourselves, ftO I see by the pa- 
pers that hundreds of Engli&h were 
killed, and especially the Scotchmen. 
Our loss was trilling. You cannot hit 
men with rocks protecting them all 
around and who arc underground when 
the cannons fire." 


HOTV to Color Caster Eggs. 


"Easter egg time" is not so very far 


away now, and the question of coloring 
eggs will soon come up again. 


A variety of fancy eggs can be made 


from one package of dyes. Purchase a 
package containing four colors, red, 
blue, yellow and violet being pleasing 
colors. The day before the coloring is 
to be done dissolve each color separate- 
ly and put into bottles. The nest day 
select perfectly fresh eggs and wash 
them clean. 
If obtainable, use some 


very small eggs. Put a few of the eggs 
into a kettle of cold water <wid let them 
boil 10 or 15 minutes. 
Long boil'flg 


renders eggs more digestible. 
Only a 


few should be cooked at a time, as they 
must be dipped into the dye while hot, 
BO as to dry the coloring immediately 
or they will not be nice. 


Pour the dyes into an old bowl or 


some deep dish. To produce a variety 
of colors from the four kinds of dye 
proceed as follows: Dip one half of an 
egg into one color and the other half 
into another. Paste a half inch strip 
of paper around a white shelled egg, 
dip one end of the egg as far as the 
papep extends in the red dye and then 
the other end into the blue dye. Whei^ 
the' paper is removed, you will have a 
pretty red, white and blue egg. You 
can produce from two to three differ- 
ent shades from one color. 
For in- 


stance, dip an egg into the yellow dye 
to produce yellow, then add a little wa- 
ter to the dye to produce a light orange, 
add a little more water to produce lem- 
on and proceed in the same way with 
the r-ther colors. 
Roll the eggs over 


in the dye two or three times until 
they are evenly colored.

POLITICS AND POLITICS 


In the course of the leadiii? editorial 


article in this week's Saturday Evening 
Post, Henry B. Pullar has the follow- 
ing- B> say regarding- the Chicago muni- 
cipal voter's league and its work: 


"The municipal voters' league han- 


dles nothing but aldermen and is in ac- 
tive business but six or eieht weeks 
5n the spring- of the year. Yet this suf- 
fices; a handful of men have given Chi- 
cago its first decent common council in 
a quarter of a century. 


"Half a dozen men-—a staticmer. an 


architect, a real estate dealer, an ex- 
alderman and so on—say to the pas- 
sive, but well disposed citizen: 'Helo 
us with a small subscription and \\ e 
•will keep the town fit to live in. Ten 
thousand dollars will do it.' 
Sea-en 


thousand did it in 1899. '"We will sive 
our time, taken from our business, 
and will begin where we ought to—at 
the beginning-.' Nay, before the be- 
ginning. 


"Before the 'primaries, that is to say. 


At the very first rustling- of the cam- 
paign, when names of intending' or in- 
tended candidates are but barely syl- 
labled. The agents of the league—half 
a dozen salaried m«n, all told—nene- 
trate every corner of every ward, and 
full •oat-ticulais regarding the charac- 
ter and record of every canaidate are 
got from those who know him b^st: 
each spring scores of suckling- states- 
men, 
more milling- than deserving-, are 


strangled in their cradles. 


"Every would-be alderman receives 


a. summons to call at league headauar- 
ters. He comes? Always. He finds 
himself face to face with earnestness 
and experience. 
Bumptiousness and 


swagger ooze away. He is interro- 
gated; he r>uts himself 
on 
record. 


Then the league, wholy non-partisan, 
pronouncp<= fm- or against. Its verdict 
carries weight in the primaries. If 
there is a slip here, the league will 
enter a candidate of its own. It is de- 
tested and feared by the old-school 
politician. With reason. Tnree years 
ago- a common council of GS members 
contained 10 honest men. Today almost 
two-thirds of them deserve that epithet 
—a state of thing-s that has even made 
Practicable the organization of the booTy 
on a non-partisan basis." 


This is all very well. It is good, and 


the reformers of the country have been 
plunging in and out of fits of ecstacy 
over it. 
Even William T. Stead 


wouldn't see the need of Chnst to come 
to Chicago so long as the league is not 
"translated" to fitter mansions. But 
this kind of thing has to be done 
copyrighted, trade-marked or patented 
by the reformer or it is a. "rinsr," a 
"gang of politicians," a "venal," "sel- 
fish" crowd, or any other old thmer, 
needing- the reformer, franked, char- 
tered and degreed to come and destroy 
it »o that the people may retain the 
use of their own limbs and not have 
them stolen from them by the "schem- 
ing" crowd, hand-locked with "corrno- 
tlon" and "onme." 


The Chicago league doesn't play poli- 


tical Certainly not. It simply stands 
up a man, measures him and if he 
doesn't come up to tho league's stand- 
ard of political development he is 
black-listed. 
The league's edict goes 


forth and in the lease's dominions 
the candidate is a fugiElve from erace. 
The faithful rnur.1 make him such un- 
der penalty o-f themselves being- out- 
casts from the fellowship of the sure- 
in-Chicr«o.

ited in aid of a charity at the former

And this was 
notwithstanding the fact that, accord-

Guido, Murillo, Cuyp, Teniers, Tintor- 
etto, Correggiio and Holbein. Indeed, 
there was hardly a lot which was not 
described as a fine example of some 
supreme painter of the Dutch, Italian 
or Spanish school. Last evening's sale 
was noteworthy on account of the ex- 
tremely 
low prices 
obtained. The 


Carlo Lolei went for $20, a Watteau for 
517.50, a Gerard Terburg for $20, a 
Murillo for $17.50, a Cuyp for a similar 
sum, 
an Jan Steen for $12.50, a Teniers 


for $20, a Rubens for ?15, a Hogarth for 
?lo, and a Correggio for $10. If any of 
the buyers at the Bla'keslee-Foschof or 
other recent sales of old masters were 
present they meust have deeply re- 
gretted that they did not wait a week 
or so longer before filling their gal- 
leries, and so secure masterpieces at a 
three-hundredth of the sums they paid. 
Wilham B. Norton, the auctioneer, was 
very deeply distressed at the want of 
enthusiasm on the part of the bidders. 
For instance, when "The Madonna of 
the Bird," by Giovanni Batiste SaKi 
(called "II Sassoferrato"), was placed 
upon the stand, Mr. Norman, after care 
fully examining it declared that in his 
opinion it ought to bring $20,000. 
"It 


is," he said, '"one of the rarest of the 
Madonnas." And yet it was knocked 
down for $37.50. The highest price of 
the evening was $115, paid for "The 
Triumph of Bacchus," by Rubens. 


LABRAM AND "lO'NQ CECIL." 


Clrcnmitancen Under "Which Kink* 


berley'a Gnn Wiui Constructed. 


In the various accounts which have 


now come through, giving vivid pic- 
tures of life in Klmberley during the 
siege, prominent reference is made to 
the famous big gun which was built by 
the resourceful garrison under the eyes 
of Air. Labram. The correspondent of 
the London Daily Telegraph writes: 
"Shortly after Christmas a skilled body 
of workmen at the De Beers work- 
shops turned their attention to the con- 
struction of a new gun, and on Jan. 
19 we •witnessed the crowning glory of 
the defense of Kimberley, the success- 
ful trial of 'Long Cecil.' Military men 
and others who afterward came to 
Kimberley with the relief column were 
simply amazed when they saw for 
themselves this wonderful and, given 
the actual circumstances of its con- 
struction, unique weapon. 'Of all the 
things that I have ever personally 
seen or read of in the annals of war,' 
one of them remarked to me, 'the most 
remarkable is. the making of this gun 
in c. mining workshop in the center of 
Africa.' 
It was the idea of a really 


great man, Mr. Labram, the chief en- 
gineer of De Beers. When early in 
the siege be saw how impotent were 
our little popgufi* to cope with long 
range artillery, he suggested to the 
military authorities the advisability of 
constructing a big gun in local work- 
shops and expressed a quiet confidence 
which at that time was shared by few 
others in the perfect feasibility of the 
scheme. After some demur his offer 
was accepted, and on the day after 
Christmas the task was begun and 
the work pushed on day and night for 
three weeks. The rough material avail- 
able for the purpose consisted of a 
good big billet of hammered mild steel 
which was kept in stock for large 
forgings, 10 feet long and 10^ inches 
In diameter. 


"While one set of workmen were 


making the gun another set were get- 
ting ready the 28 pounder shells to dis- 
charge from it All was ready on Jan. 
19, when the gun opened fire, much to 
the astonishment of the enemy. The 
tragedy of the affair, though, was that 
Mr. Labram should have been one of 
the few victims claimed by the big 
Boer gun which he had built 'Long 
Cecil' to oope with." He was in his bed- 
room at the Grand hotel about 6 p. m. 
on Feb. 9 dressing to dine with Mr. 
Rhodes at the Sanatorium. A shell, the 
last big one fired that day, entered at 
the window and burst in the room. Mr. 
Labram was killed on the spot. When 
the doctor who had been hastily sum- 
moned entered the room, the body was 
completely buried in the debris. Curi- 
ously enough, a black hotel servant 
who was in the room when the shell 
burst, escaped without injury.

HUGE PACIFIC STEAMERS. 


Plans of the Great Northern. For 


Handling Oriental Trade. 


President Hill of tne Great Northern 


says that recent investigations have 
more than ever impressed him with 
the necessity of arranging to carry 
freight for the far east across the con- 
tinent and the Pacific ocean at a small 
margin of profit 
One reason Is the 


necessity of competing with the Suez 
canal route, which becomes possible 
with the immense transpacific steam- 
ers he is now having built. Eighteen 
months ago it was intended to build 
10,000 ton ships. It is now found nec- 
essary to order vessels that will carry 
20,000 tons. 
In other words, accord- 


Ing to a Tacoma dispatch to the New- 
York Sun, he will have in operation 
18 months hence vessels equal In car- 
rying capacity to the Campania and 
Lucania together. 


The square feet of deck room In each 


vessel will amount to over five acres. 
All appliances to simplify the unload- 
ing of freight will be provided. 
In 


general these will be similar to ma- 
chinery now in use at Duluth and Buf- 
falo. Twenty-five miles of tracks will 
be provided for the storage of cars, of 
which 1,500 will be required to haul 
each cargo. 


The entire energies of the Great 


Northern system are to be devoted to 
bringing about the new conditions dur- 
ing the next year and a half. Presi- 
dent Hill intimates that the Uni$n Pa- 
cific will join with the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific in contracting for 
transpacific business on Puget sound.

DOYLE ON THE BOER WAR. 


IRON MELTS IN FEWSECONDS 


New Process Illustrated For Edlnon 


by a German Inventov, 


At the laboratory of Thomas A. Edi- 


son In Orange, N. J., a piece of iron 
was recently melted in exactly five 
seconds, says the New York Times. 
Louis Dreyfus of 
Prankfort-on-the- 


Maln, who is the agent of Gold- 
schinidt's Cbemische-Thermo Industrie 
of Essen, Germany, showed Mr. Edi- 
son his new process for attaining an 
enormous degree of heat in an almost 
Incredibly short space of time by the 
combustion of a certain chemical com- 
pound which the inventor keeps a se- 
cret, used in connection with powdered 
aluminium. 


Mr. Dreyfus placed halt a cupful of 


his chemical iu a small crucible and 
covered it iv'th a smaJl quantity of 
the powdered aluminium and then 
placed a wrench about half an inch 
thick and six inches long in the cruci- 
ble. 
Touching a match to the com- 


pound, Mj. Dreyfus stepped back, and 
the mixture blazed up furiously. 
In 


five seconds tho wrench was melted. 


It is estimated that the heat evolved 


In tbe process was 3,000 degrees C., 
hitherto considered impossible to reach.

Here and there 
is a man who smiles, but most have 
swarthy faces and lean a little for- 
ward, with eyes steadfast and features 
impassive, but resolute. 


" 'Here is a clump of highlanders 


with workmanlike aprons 
in front, 


their keen faces burned black with 
their months on the veldt. 


"'"Good old Gordons!" I cried aa 


they passed me. A sergeant glanced at 
the dirty enthusiast in an undershirt. 


"'"What cheer, maty?" he cried, 


and the men squared their shoulders 
and put a touch of ginger Into their 
stride. 
" 'Here is a clump of mounted infan- 


try, a grizzled fellow, like a fierce old 
eagle, at the head of them. Some are 
mancd like lions, some have young and 
keen faces, but all have an impression 
of familiarity upon me, yet I have not 
seen tbe irregular British cavalry be- 
fore. Why should they be so familiar 
to me, this loose limbed, head erect, 
swaggering type? 


" 'Of course I have seen it In the 


American cowboy over and over again. 
Strange that a few months on the veldt 
should have produced exactly the same 
man as springs from the western prai- 
rie.

as poplnrs. There is a maple leaf upon 
their shoulder straps, and the British 
brigade is s?Ind enough to have these 
maple leaves beside them, for tho Ca- 
nadians are the men of Paardeberg.'"

struct a 8hip to be propelled entirely 
by electricity, says the Washington 
corresfloadeBt.;o.£ the-Philadelphia Pub- 
lic Ledger. It'is.dlahped fey some who 
have stuetifcd the meohaulcal problems 
Involved that there should be no ob- 
stacle to designing and building such 
a vessel, not only of the pattern suit- 
able as launches and torpedo boats, 
but for large cruisers of the usual dis- 
placement and speed. 


The vessel under consideration is of 


300 tons displacement, and the maxi- 
mum speed to be aimed at is 44 knots 
an hour. This boat is to be 220 feet 
long, 21 feet beam, 12 feet depth, 5 
feet draft, 20,000 horsepower, a coal 
capacity equal to a run of 4,000 miles 
and a maximum load capacity at 7 
feet draft of 4G4 tons. She is to carry 
12 boilers, with COO feet of grate sur- 
face, four sets of turbine engines aud 
dynamo motors. 


The idea is to reach a careful esti- 


mate of the possibilities in this con- 
struction, and if the project is approv- 
ed, ask congress to authorize the build- 
Ing of one such vessel experimentally. 
Such a cruiser would be able to carry 
but few guns, and these of limited 
power, but the value of such an addi- 
tion to the navy is obvious.

ONE MAN ARRESTED AND 
HELD 


Another Jumps Through Window and 


Escapes. Attempt Discovered by 


Miss Hyland From Neighbor. 


ing Houses. Connors' Bad 


Record Against Him 


An unsuccessful attempt was made 


last night to enter and rob the house 
of Miss Mary Cady on Church street. 
The attempt was discovered by Miss 
kettle Hyland of Spring street, who 
about 11 o'clock saw from 
the rear 


window of her house two men acting 
suspiciously In the rear of W. A. Gal- 
lup's residence. After hang-ing about 
there for a short time the men went 
south to the rear of Miss Cady's resi- 
dence. Miss Hyland called h.er brother, 
Charles Hyland, who after seeing that 
the men were undoubtedly attempting 
to make entrance to the house, hastily 
notified the polict. 


Officers Hill and Reagan were sent to 


the house, and going back on different 
sides, surprised John Connors, who 
seemed to be keeping guard. He was 
seized before he had t'me to run, and 
held in spite of considerable resistence. 
A pair of shoes were found outside a 
door to the basement, which had been 
forced open. 


Entering1, the officers soon found an- 


other man hiding- in a pile of papers. 
He was barefooted, and had evidently 
slipped his shoes off outside, and was 
just begirning to look for an entrance 
to the house upstairs \v_en the officers 
arrived and he tried to hide. 


Connors was struggling- all the time, 


and it was seen that there would be 
trouble all the way to the station un- 
less a carriage was secured. As there 
was only one 
COOT to the basement, 


Officer Hill stayed guarding- this and 
holding Connors, while Officer Reagan 
went to telephone for a carriage. 
"While Officer Hill was occupied with 
Connors, the othere man suddenly made 
a dive for liberty, but seeing the door 
blocked he turned and jumped through 
a small window through which it had 
seemed impossible for him to escape. 
Officer Hill could not leave his man, 
who continued to make trouble for 
him, 
and before Officer Reagan could 


return the other man had disappear- 
ed. Search was made for him, but he 
could not be located. 


Connors was in court this morning, 


and pleaded not guilty. A hearing was 
held, and the story as given above was 
told by the officers and by Mr. Hyland. 
Connors was quoted as having told sev- 
eral stories as to why he was in tne 
rear of the house, and took the stand 
himself, but his stories were rather 
shaky, especially when questions were 
asked him, and although he 
denied 


having known that there was a man in 
the house and that he had anything to 
do with it, he was held for the grand 
jury under bonds of $1000. 


He has a bad record, havins: been ar- 


rested several times for larceny from 
persons and for breaking and entering 
He has been out of Concord reforma- 
tory, to which he was sent for larceny, 
only about two weeks. •

A Trolley Dream of a Line From Stam- 


ford to Long Island

Pittsfield

It was remarked a few days aso in 


this column that as soon as the Pitts- 
field trolley system had a line running 
to the south line of the county there 
would be found a line reaching up 
through Connecticut to meet the Mas- 
sachusetts line, and forming a route 
from the Berkshires to the sea. 


Nothing was said at that time of a 


line to the northward but now we 
learn that there is jvrnbably to be a 
continuation of the North Adams sys- 
tem tn Brigssville, Vt., beyond Wil- 
liamstown. 


It must be admitted that there is 


comparatively little between this citj 
and Adams to show profitable opera- 
tion of an electric road, yet it is pos- 
sible that before long the through busi- 
ness to be had will bridge this ear) 
just as steam roads bridge hundreds of 
siparsely settled territories. 


The future of the electric 
roads 


seems to expand wonderfully each 
year. We cannot look for a north and 
south line from Vermont to "Llrms Is- 
land sound this year or next, but no 
man can say that it will not be in 
operation within five years.
